Cupido has made quite an 
impact on the College. 

Matth arrived at Re- 
deemer on March 13 for a 
three-week art exhibition 
entitled “A Cupido Retro- 
spective: Celebrating Two 
Decades of God's Faithful- 
ness.” During that time, he | 
lived on campus and 
painted a 60 square foot 
mural on a wall inside the 
academic building. 

Matth and Dr. Justin 
Cooper, president of Re- 
deemer, are long-time 
friends and together they 
developed the idea for the | 
mural when Dr. and Mrs. 
Cooper were visiting the 
Cupidos in Canning, Nova 
Scotia last October. 

“I liked the idea from 
the start,” Matth said, “I 
soon had a particular idea | 
that would fit with the tem- 
perand commitmentof the 
College.” 

Only seven months had 
passed from the conception of the mural idea to its 
completion on April 8. Two dedication ceremonies- 
-on April 8 for the general public and on April 9 for 
the College community-—were held for the mural, 
which was sponsored by the graduating class of 
1996 as its gift to the College. 

The mural is based on Psalm 46:4, and was

'staircase, which Matth

“The students walking up 
the stairs inadvertently find 
themselves part of the mu- 
ral," he said. “It brings the 
| mural alive.” 
) Matth's art exhibition in- 
| cluded over 50 works froma 
variety of private collections 
in Ontario. On opening night 
March 15, hundreds of peo- 
| ple filled the Redeemer Art 
Gallery. “Opening night was 
stupendous,” the 57-year old 
| artist said. “Itblew me away. 
It was a wonderful celebra- 
tion, and to be treated that 
way was nothing short of 
phenomenal.”

Private university is reality 


ecent newspaper accounts 

have indicated that the Pre- | 
mierof Ontario supports the idea 
of allowing private universities 
to operate in Ontario. We're de- 
lighted to hear that this part of 
the Conservatives’ election plat- 
form will also receive attention. 
But they need to be reminded 
that private university education 
in Ontario is more than just a good iden . 
It's already a reality here at Redeemer 
College, a privately funded institution 
which offers a quality Christian univer- 
sity education. 

We are interested in a small amend- 
ment to our provincial charter which 
will expand our degree-granting pow- 
ers to include the BA and BSc degrees 
(see the article on page 4). But as we 
request this, we should be very clear 
about what gives our degree programs 
their value and what we are expecting 
from our government. 

The value, worth and reputation of 
ouracademic programs have their source 
in the biblical basis and vision which 
shapes and infuses what is taught. As 
our mission statement expresses: learn- 
ing at Redeemer College is Scripturally- 
directed and explores the relation of faith, 
learning and living from a biblical Re- 
formed Christian perspective. 

It is the power of God's Word and 
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| Spirit, witnessing to the lord- 
| ship of Jesus Christ in all areas 
of learning, that gives the edu- 
cation and scholarship at Re- 
deemer College its significance 
and value. As dedicated faculty 
and students work out this vi- 
| sionina rounded academic pro- 
gram, the College's reputation 
is built. No government can 
confer this legitimacy on us. What we do 
at the College has substance to the extent 
that itoffers.a clear witness to the coming 


Kingdom of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus | 


Christ. 

What we ask of our governmentis not 
to give us anything-not funding, not 
credibility, not reputation—butrather sim- 
ply to recognize us for what we already 
are: an undergraduate institution which 
offers a quality Christian university edu- 
cation. And so we will continue to press 
for an amendment to our charter, which 
will only change the words ona diploma 
but not who we are or the programs we 
offer. 

Please continue to pray with us that 
we may find favour with the government 
authorities and, more importantly, that 
we may remain faithful to a biblical vi- 
sion for university education.

imes have changed. This is true for 
us, for Russia, and especially for 
Mikhail Gorbachev. His presidential 
campaign is filled with irony...role re- 
versals that show how unpredictable 
life, and especially politics, really is. 
Gorbachev came to the University of 
Nizhni Novgorod to hold a question 
and answer session with the students 
there. The students riddled him with 
questions, and he gave the answers. 
|Gone are communist days, Students 
could test him, challenge him, remain 
seated as he spoke, and applaud the 
| questions of fellow students rather than 
the answers of their former president. 

There was minimum security, with 
scores of students sneaking uninvited 
into the auditorium and with hundreds 
of students (including myself and 11 

other foreign students from the Coali- 

| tion For Christian Colleges and Univer- 

| sities) milling around the frontentrance 
as he left the building. 

Gorbachev is an excellent orator. He 
speaks with the same strong voice, the 
same eloquence, and the sameauthority 
as before. He remains committed to the 
ancient principles of glasnost, 

| perestroika, CIS cooperation, and main- 
taining some nationalized industries. 
| However, people no longer listen. 

Sure, there was excitement all over 

‘campus...classes were skipped, formal 
suits and dresses were worn, cameras 
were in hand, and groups of students 
hung around the front lobby all day. 
However, everybody was eager to hear 
and see the man of the past, nota man of 
the future. Today, Yeltsin is their hero. 

If Gorbachev has anything to gain, it 
is respect. Maybe Gorbachev can be 
forgiven for his former hesitation to fin- 
ish the reform he started. Maybe Rus- 
sians will cease to remember him as an 
“inept” president, and gain greater re- 
spect for the process he began.

ble hands, are dancing and clapping. 
Toward the bottom is the Kingdom of Peace, 


s where the lion shall lie down with the lamb. The | 
® river spills onto nine rocks which bear the sym- | 
| bols of the fruit of the Spirit (Galations 5). | 


And through the entire mural is the cross of 
Christ, which represents a Christ-centred com- 


munity of faith in action. “Redeemer is a beehive —

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Seeking to change the name of degree 


ased on the assessment of the Associa- 
Bes of Universities & Colleges of 
Canada, Redeemer College has always 
maintained that a BCS (Bachelor of Chris- 
tian Studies) is equivalent toa BA and BSc. 
Yet in our “96 Spring Appeal and recent 
membership drives we refer to a charter 
change that will enable us to grant BA and 
BSe degrees. What is involved in such a 
change? 

As far as “accreditation” is concerned, 
the expression is really a misnomer. Al- 
though accrediting agencies are used regu- 
larly in the United States, there is no such 
body in Canada. Redeemer’s full mem- 
bership in the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada and our provin- 
cial charter give us equal status with other 
universities. 

We are thankful to the Lord and to our 
many supporters for their work in the 
establishment and ongoing development 


of the College. It was the Progressive 
Conservative Party that granted usa char- 
ter to offer a Christian liberal arts and 
science program, but because of the public 
universities’ resistance to the founding of 
new universities, our degree granting abil- 
ity was restricted to the BCS (and the BCEd 
for teacher education). 

However, timeschange. As our gradu- 
ates have been accepted by over 50 univer- 
sities for further studies, a reputation fora 
quality and disciplined academic stand- 
ard has developed—which served as the 
basis for the recent articulation agreement 
in chemistry and biochemistry with the 
University of Guelph. But the political 
scene changed to produce Liberal and NDP 
governments unsympathetic foourcause. 
Until recently we have been in a situation 
of general academic recognition and yet 
political indifference. As I heard one pro- 
fessor say, “politicians may not recognize 


us but universities sure do.” 

With the Conservatives back in power 
and indicating support for private univer- 
sity education, we are again endeavour- 
ing to have our charter amended. Such an 
amendment would not require any 
changes to our academic programs and 
the excellent reputation they enjoy, as Re- 
deemer graduates already experience, but 
would only give their degrees a different 
name. Not that this change is essential-- 
the BCS is a recognized bachelor’s degree 
and that is what counts. But such degrees 
will be more easily understood by pro- 
spective students and this is a recruiting 
fact that cannot be overlooked. As we 
pursue such a change, we take pride ina 
reputation that is well recognized by pub- 
lic universities and are encouraged by the 
favourable political climate. Join us in 
praying that the justice of our cause will be 
recognized. -HD

Over 900 people attended the 1996 Fes- 
tival of Faith and Writing 
Conference at Calvin Col- 
lege in Grand Rapids, and 
Hugh Cook, professor of 
English at Redeemer, was 
invited to open the three- 
| day event. 

Professor Cook, along 
with fellow Christian nov- 
elist Jim Schaap, began the 
| conference—held April 11- 
13--with a reading. To- 
gether they alsoled a panel 
discussion on the matter of 
audience: should writers 
have a particular reader in 
mind when they write? 

Prof. Cook has been in- 
vited to participate in the biennial confer- 
ence all three times it has been held. “I 
suppose the organizers feel as a result of 
my books that they wanted me tobe there,” 


he said. 

According to Prof. Cook, the purpose 
of the conference is toencourage Christian 
writersas well as toafford those interested 
in writing the opportunity to meet with 
practising Christian writers. The focus is 
more practical, in terms of writing proc- 
ess, rather than analytic. 

Several keynote addresses from well- 
known Christian authors such as 
Madeleine L’Engle and Annie Dillard, as 
well as smaller discussion sessions filled 
the busy schedule. 

“To have so many people so intensely 
interested in writing was a real high for 
me,” said Prof. Cook, of the almost 1,000 
people who took in the event.
